An act to add Section-5686-42 5080.30.1 to the Public Resources
Code, relating to state parks.

LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

AB 64, as amended, Jeffries. State parks:.-Califernia—Citrus-State
Histoeric-Park closure: operating-agreement: agreements.

Existing law authorizes the Department of Parks and Recreation to
enter into an agreement with an agency of the United States, a city,
county, district, or other public agency, or any combination thereof, for
the care, maintenance, administration, and control of lands of the state
park system.

This bill would make a statement of legislative findings and
declarations, including the intent of the Legislature to encourage the
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department to actively seek to negotiate operating agreements with
local governments, who have the interest and capacity to assist the state
in operating a state park, to minimize the number of state parks that
could otherwise be subject to closure due to the budget challenges
facing the state.

The people of the State of California do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Section 5080.30.1 is added to the Public
Resources Code, to read:

5080.30.1. The Legislature finds and declares all of the
following:

(a) With possible future state budget reductions, the Department
of Parks and Recreation may be closing parks across the state.
Intergovernmental partnerships, including operating agreements
with local governments, is one tool that can assist the state in
keeping parks open and accessible to the public.

(b) In light of the budget challenges facing the state that could
lead to state park closures, it is the intent of the Legislature to
encourage the Department of Parks and Recreation to actively
seek to negotiate operating agreements with local governments,
wherever they may be located in the state, who have the interest
and capacity to assist the state in operating a state park, to
minimize the number of state parks that could otherwise be subject
to closure.
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
